Children’s 
centres to 
be debated 
at meetings 

CAMPAIGNERS and service 
users concerned about the 
possible closure of children’s 
centres in Oxfordshire can 
attend a series of three 
meetings next month, to 
discuss new proposals. 

The county council is 
staging a public consultation 
on its plans to shut all 44 
centres and early 
intervention centres, then 
replace them with eight 
facilities for the most 
vulnerable families. 

It estimates that the move 
would make a saving of £8m. 

Other options being 
considered include 
continuing some universal 
services at the eight centres 
but reducing ‘outreach work’ 
and providing six centres and 
£lm in grant funding to 
support community-run 
services. 

Council cabinet members 
voted to put the three options 
out for consultation at a 
meeting last month. 

Meetings will be held at the 
Kings Centre in Osney Mead, 
Oxford, on November 18; at 
Didcot Civic Centre in 
Britwell Road, Didcot, on 
November 23; and John Paul 
II Centre in Webb Court, 
Bicester, on November 30. 

All three will be held from 
6pm until 7.30pm. Any 
member of the public is 
welcome to attend. 

The consultation closes on 
January 16,2016. 

People can also fill in the 
online consultation form by 
going to oxfordshire.gov.uk/ 
consultation. Paper copies 
will be available at all 
children’s centres and early 
intervention hubs.

Judge tells of friend ‘irrationally 
and repeatedly’ stabbed in neck 
by Capell, using pair of scissors

A YOUNG mother who murdered 
Kyle Byfield “in a moment of ex¬ 
treme rage” will serve at least 18 
years behind bars. 

Natasha Capell, 26, has been sentenced 
to life imprisonment for stabbing the 
23-year-old in the chest with a kitchen 
knife during a drink-fuelled row at her 
home in Jubilee Court, Banbury, in 
April. 

Judge Patrick Eccles told Capell, who 
was unanimously convicted by a jury 
at Oxford Crown Court on Wednesday 
last week: “It was a life cut unnecessar¬ 
ily short because you were unable to 
control your drinking or manage your 
temper.” 

Judge Eccles said Mr Byfield was “a 
lively and loving son, a devoted brother 
still grieving for the loss of his sister 10 
years ago, and a marvellous support to 
the young woman he hoped would be his 
life partner”. 

He added that statements from Mr 
Byfield’s parents, Alan and Veronica, 
and his girlfriend, Laurie Peach, had 
brought “the character and personality 
of Kyle very much to life in these painful 
and tragic circumstances”. 

The judge said: “He was only 23 years 
old at the time and had done you no 
harm, apart possibly from refusing to 
leave your flat when you asked him to. 

“Kyle had so much to contribute and 
so much life to live that his family and 
friends will never come to terms with 
such a senseless crime that has taken 
him from them.” 

Judge Eccles said the minimum start¬ 
ing point for Capell’s sentence would 
have been 15 years. However, he took 
into account her decision to fetch the 
12in knife from the kitchen, to lie to po¬ 
lice about how Mr Byfield was injured 
and attempt to dispose of the knife, as 
well as previous convictions. 

Capell, a mother-of-one, pleaded guilty 
in 2005 to affray and attempted robbery 
when armed with a knife. In 2013, she ad¬ 
mitted wounding after “repeatedly and 
irrationally” stabbing a friend in the 
neck with a pair of scissors. 

Judge Eccles said she had been serving

a suspended sentence for the 2013 crime, 
because she had been so drunk that she 
“blacked out and could not be proved to 
have formed the specific intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm”. 

He added: “It is plain from your past 
history that you drink too much, that 
when you are in drink you become ag¬ 
gressive and cannot control your tem¬ 
per, and that you are no stranger to arm¬ 
ing yourself with dangerous weapons.” 

However, he added that Capell had not 
intended to kill Mr Byfield. 

Det Con Alex Boyce, of Thames Valley 
Police, said: “The fact she was serving a 
suspended sentence has had an impact, 
because were that a custodial sentence 
she would have been in custody and Kyle 
Byfield would still be alive.” 


Heartbreak for family after son’s 
future is taken away by murderer 


NATASHA Capell had ad¬ 
mitted stabbing 23-year-old 
Kyle Byfield in Banbury on 
Thursday, April 16, but de¬ 
nied murder. 

However, a jury of seven 
women and five men unani¬ 
mously found her guilty 
last week at Oxford Crown 
Court. 

Alan Blake, prosecuting, 
said Capell and Mr Byfield 
had been out drinking and 
returned to her home in Ju¬ 
bilee Court for more drinks 
with Jake Orwa. 

But he said the 26-year-old 
mother-of-one lost her tem¬ 


per when the pair refused to 
leave, grabbed a 12in kitchen 
knife and stabbed Mr By¬ 
field in the chest. He died in 
hospital later that morning. 

The court heard that Mr 
Byfield’s sister, Aleah, had 
died from asthma 10 years 
before and the murder of 
Kyle was a second trag¬ 
edy that had left his family 
heartbroken. 

As the jury returned its 
verdict, there were gasps 
from the public gallery, with 
some people crying. 

In a statement to the court, 
his mother, Veronica, known 


as Roni, said she collapsed 
on the floor and struggled to 
breathe when she heard her 
son had been killed. 

She added: “I live this 
every moment of the day, 
knowing I will never see my 
poor boy again. I have had to 
clear Kyle’s bedroom, sort 
out all his clothes. It was 
heartbreaking.” 

The court heard the re¬ 
percussions were still being 
felt, with one family mem¬ 
ber attempting suicide and 
another self-harm. 

Girlfriend Laurie Peach 
said: “My soul mate, Kyle, is 


no longer with me and I can¬ 
not see my life without him.” 

His father, Alan, said: “Kyle 
was not just my son, he was 
my best mate.” 

The family welcomed the 
jury’s verdict, which came at 
the end of an eight-day trial. 

Defending, Adrian Red¬ 
grave said Capell had shown 
remorse, and had tried to 
save Mr Byfield’s life. 

He added: “Natasha Capell 
has had a far from straight¬ 
forward life, both in terms of 
family and being diagnosed 
and treated for psychiatric 
problems.”

Wild Oxfordshire’s Dr Ingo 
Schiider has announced he will 
take another job at the end of 
October. 

Trustees said they were no 
longer able to pay a chief 
executive’s salary 

Wild Oxfordshire co-ordinates 
the Oxfordshire Local Nature 
Partnership, which brings 


together councils, businesses 
and charities to protect the 
natural environment. 

Local nature partnerships 
were created by Defra in 2011 to 
encourage all sectors to 
consider the natural 
environment in decisions. 

Oxfordshire Nature 
Conservation Lorum, founded 
in 1993, was granted local nature 
partnership status in 2012 then 
changed its name to Wild 
Oxfordshire. 


Chairman of trustees Dave 
Woodwark said: “Our failure to 
secure ongoing financial 
support, despite a great deal of 
effort, has led the trustees to the 
reluctant decision not to 
re-appoint a chief executive.” 

As a result, he said, Wild 
Oxfordshire would no longer 
provide a secretariat function to 
the local nature partnership and 
would no longer act as a focus 
for representation on planning 
groups. 
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Murders and 
sex offences 
toll increases 


Fifteen killings are 
probed by officers 
in 12-month period 

THE number of mur¬ 
ders in the Thames 
Valley region has risen 
in the past year and six 
are still being probed 
including a triple kill¬ 
ing in Didcot. 

Latest figures by the 
Office for National Sta¬ 
tistics list 15 murders be¬ 
tween July 2014 and June 
2015. 

Police are still investi¬ 
gating the case of Philip 
Howard, 44, Janet Jordon, 
48, and Derin Jordon, six, 
who were stabbed at their 
home in Didcot in May. 

Suspect Jed Allen was 
found hanged in woods 
but the inquiry is ongo¬ 
ing pending an inquest. 

There was also a sharp 
rise in the number of re¬ 
corded sexual offences in 
the Thames Valley - up

44.8 per cent compared 
to the England and Wales 
increase of 40.6 per cent. 

Police said the rise 
could be partly attributed 
to the domestic abuse 
risk assessment process, 
where victims disclose 
previously unreported 
rapes. Many victims re¬ 
port historic offences. 

The force said this 
showed a greater con¬ 
fidence among victims 
that the police would deal 
with sexual offences in a 
sympathetic way 

Thames Valley Police 
had the eighth largest 
fall in criminal offences 
across all forces in Eng¬ 
land and Wales with a 
drop of 0.7 per cent. 

Violence rose 17.3 per 
cent but increases in 
Thames Valley were well 
below the national level, 
with England and Wales 
seeing a 24.5 per cent rise.

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Burglar jailed for 
using stolen card 
to buy fast food 

A BURGLAR who broke into a home and 
stole a handbag before trying to use his 
victim’s credit cards to buy himself a 
McDonald’s has been jailed. 

Andrew Marshall admitted breaking 
into a house in Beargarden Road, 
Banbury, and stealing a handbag 
belonging to Karen Pearson before trying 
to use her credit cards. 

Oxford Crown Court heard Ms Pearson 
had been awake in bed at about 5am on 
November 10, last year, when she heard 
the back door open, but thought it was 
her husband. 

Rachel Drake, prosecuting, said Ms 
Pearson went downstairs to investigate 
when he did not shout up to her. 

Miss Drake added: “She noticed a 
musty smell of outside and noticed her 
handbag and iPod were missing.” 

Thirty-year-old Marshall had used Ms 
Pearson’s credit cards at a number of 
different cash points as well as spending 
£7.18 at McDonald’s. 

Marshall, of Station Caravan Park, 
Station Approach, Banbury, originally 
denied one count of burglary and four 
frauds, but changed his plea to guilty in 
the lead up to his trial. 

Alistair Grainger, defending, said his 
client used heroin and crack cocaine and 
usually shoplifted to fund his drug habit. 

He added Marshall, currently serving a 
34-month prison sentence for robbing a 
veterinary surgery with a lorry wrench 
in April, had made great progress and 
had cleaned up his life since being jailed. 

He added; “This is a man with his eyes 
open. He is not proposing he go back into 
the sausage machine of drugs.” 

Judge Zoe Smith jailed Marshall for a 
further 12 months on top of his current 
sentence. 


Hospital told to improve 


Report reveals staff acting 
beyond their qualifications

THE MANAGER of a private 
hospital in Banbury has de¬ 
fended her staff after being 
told it must make urgent im¬ 
provements to standards of 
care after a recent inspection. 

Foscote Private Hospital, in 
Foscote Rise, was visited in July 


by inspectors from health watch¬ 
dog the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) which deemed the hospital 
‘inadequate’. 

The commission issued three 
warning notices to providers Fos¬ 
cote Court (Banbury) Trust Lim¬ 
ited to take action to protect the 
health, safety and welfare of its 
patients. 

Inspectors noted that while staff 
were caring, compassionate and 
treated patients with dignity and 
respect, they were often acting be¬ 
yond their training and qualifica¬ 
tions. 

Theatre nurses, primarily re¬ 


sponsible for providing care and 
support to patients before and af¬ 
ter operations, were found to be 
acting as surgeon’s assistants. 

Hospital manager Ruth Thomp¬ 
son said: “We are concerned and 
disappointed at the rating applied 
to our hospital, as a result of the 
CQC’s latest report. 

“This report was based on our 
inspection in July and we do not 
believe reflects our current posi¬ 
tion after three months of quality 
improvements, staff training and 
additional recruitment. 

“Everyone at the Foscote has 
worked tirelessly to ensure our 


patients receive responsive, safe, 
quality care at all stages of their 
treatment. “We will continue to 
do so and continue to strive to 
improve our service wherever we 
can.” 

The head of hospital inspection 
for the south central region, Joyce 
Frederick, said: “It is a matter of 
concern that this hospital did not 
have systems in place to monitor 
the quality of this service.” 

She added that if the necessary 
improvements were not made 
quickly, the commission might be 
forced to use further legal powers 
to protect patients.

The main 
reason we are doing this is because 
there is a humanitarian crisis and 
people have responded to that.”

Spooky encounters expected 


Council chamber fury 
as politicans debate 
children’s service cut

COUNCILLORS traded 
insults in a row over a 
motion aimed at putting 
the future of Oxford¬ 
shire’s children’s cen¬ 
tres on the agenda. 

Accusations of political 
point-scoring and coat tail¬ 
ing were hurled across the 
Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil chamber at Bodicote 
House. It came after the La¬ 
bour members submitted a 
motion calling on the coun¬ 
cil to oppose Oxfordshire 
County Council’s plans to 
cut a range of services and 
save £50m. 

It aims to save £2m - over 


the £6m already agreed - 
by replacing children cen¬ 
tres and early intervention 
hubs with eight family and 
resource centres. 

The Labour motion read: 
“This council states that 
these cuts are ideologically 
motivated, as an attack on 
public services pursued by 
the Government.” 

It described cuts across 
youth and adult social care 
services as a “comprehen¬ 
sive assault on the most 
vulnerable in our society”. 

But Conservative mem¬ 
bers took exception to the 
wording and Cherwell 
leader Barry Wood put for¬ 
ward an amendment, stat¬ 
ing the council should take 
advice from its officers 
before rushing into a knee- 
jerk reaction. 

Labour’s Barry Richards 
accused Mr Wood of trying 
to stifle debate, while Tory 
Nigel Randall described 
Labour’s motion as antago¬ 
nistic and provocative. 


Kieron Mallon suggested 
Labour leader Sean Wood¬ 
cock, who put forward the 
motion, was “coat tailing” 
and said: “The Labour 
group is playing party poli¬ 
tics with these people and 
vulnerable families.” 

Labour’s Mark Cherry 
said: “The whole thing 
stinks like a done-deal.” 

The motion failed and the 
Conservative amendment 
was voted through. 

Three Banbury women 
had told the meeting of 
support the centres had 
given them. 

Mother-of-three Amy 
Herbert said when her hus¬ 
band was signed off work, 
their family would have 
split up without Banbury 
Children’s Centre’s help. 

Mother-of-two Jill Huish, 
of the Save Oxfordshire 
Children’s Centres cam¬ 
paign, said cutting services 
would mean problems were 
stored up and need greater 
funding later.

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Village church added to 
nation’s At Risk bulletin

SEVERAL sites and buildings 
across Oxfordshire are no long¬ 
er deemed at risk of neglect or 
decay, according to a report. 

Historic England, formerly Eng¬ 
lish Heritage, said two churches and 
nine scheduled monuments in the 
county had been removed from its 
At Risk Register. 

However, two buildings have been 
added: the grade I listed 14th-centu¬ 
ry Church of St Mary the Virgin, in 
Cropredy, and grade II listed Church 
of St Margaret, Hinton Waldrist, in 
south Oxfordshire. 

The report on St Mary - listed due 
to “slow decay” - says: “At risk due to 
defective roofs, decaying stonework 
and inadequate rainwater disposal. 

“Further repairs to the stonework, 
including parapets, clerestory win¬ 
dows and gargoyles will be neces¬ 
sary before the church can be re¬ 
moved from the Heritage At Risk 
Register. 

Historic England said a “solu¬ 
tion” to repair the church had been 
agreed with some funding from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund, but the plans 
were “not yet implemented”. 

The report also highlighted “good 
progress” at the two sites that make 
up RAF Bicester and said they were

Kirstine Wood, the stakeholder 
engagement manager with 
SEPD, said: “Overhead power 
lines play a key part in ensuring

in the “near future”. 

The former Bomber Command 
training base, used by the military 
from the First World War until 2004, 
was split into two sections 1: 23 acres 
of offices and accommodation blocks, 
called the domestic site, and the air¬ 
field, called the technical site. They 
were deemed at risk in 2009. 

The site was bought by consortium 
Bicester Heritage in 2013, which has 
since restored 30 buildings, bringing 
them back into use as part of its vi¬ 
sion for a specialist business park for 
heritage motor and aviation firms. 

Philip White, of Bicester Heritage, 
said: “Our former RAF base was pre¬ 
viously described as ‘the most at risk 
of all defence estates in the UK’. We 
have turned this around with guid¬ 
ance from Historic England and 
through hard work and diligent res¬ 
toration.” 

Bicester Heritage aimed to create 
the UK’s only business park for his¬ 
toric motoring and aviation. Last 
month, it was revealed nearly a quar¬ 
ter of the 60 buildings had been com¬ 
pleted. There are now 17 companies 
on the site. 

Historic England said it was a “sen¬ 
sitive conversion of over half of the 
36 grade II listed buildings”.

The Rt Rev Colin Fletcher, 
Bishop of Dorchester and 
Acting Bishop of Oxford, 
spoke after he and other bish¬ 
ops said they received a dis¬ 
appointing response to their 
letter to the Prime Minister 
urging him to do more. 

A total of 84 bishops signed 
a letter to David Cameron 
calling on him to increase the 
number of refugees the UK 
would take in the next five 
years from 20,000 to 50,000. 

They also offered to help 
house refugees.

became public, but they said

Bishop Colin said: “Speak¬ 
ing personally, I am sorry 
that the Government did not 
come back to us more posi¬ 
tively in replying to our let¬ 
ter to the Prime Minister.

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Films sweet as nectar for 
young audiences to savour 


PAPER PLANES (U, 97 mins) 

A romantic drama with Ed 
Oxenbould, Sam Worthington, 
Ena Imai, Nicholas Bakopoulos- 
Cooke, Julian Dennison, David 
Wenham, Deborah Mailman, 
Terry Norris, Peter Rowsthorn. 
Director: Robert Connolly 
CHEESIER than a lump of 
mature cheddar, Paper Planes is 
a life-affirming drama about a 
grief-stricken boy, who heals his 
family’s wounds with his gift for 
fashioning airborne missiles out 
of A4. 

Director Robert Connolly and 
co-writer Steve Worland have 
evidently been watching Billy 
Elliot on repeat, which would 
explain why their pint-sized 
hero describes folding paper as 
an escape from reality in similar 
terms to the miner’s son, who 
dreamt of being a ballet dancer. 

“I love it because for those few 
moments the plane is flying, I 
can forget,” coos the plucky 
protagonist. 

Nothing is understated in 
Connolly and Worland’s old- 
fashioned screenplay: every 
emotion is loudly verbalised, 
bullies learn valuable lessons 
about humility and self- 
absorbed parents are brought to 
their senses by their precocious 
offspring. 

The Australian cast, including 
lead actor Ed Oxenbould, 
hammer home the key tenets of 
this family-oriented adventure 
with gusto. 

Twelve-year-old Dylan 
(Oxenbould) is a student at 
Waleup Primary School in the 
Western Australian outback. 

He lives with his father, Jack 
(Sam Worthington), who has 
given up on life following the 
death of his wife, so the boy 
seeks comfort from his 
cantankerous grandfather 


(Terry Norris). At school, Dylan 
shows a flair for making paper 
planes and his teacher 
encourages him to take part in 
national trials for the World 
Paper Plane Championships. 

School bully Kevin (Julian 
Dennison) becomes an unlikely 
ally and is delighted when Dylan 
refers to him as a mate. 

In the finals, Dylan befriends 
Japanese competitor Kimi (Ena 
Imai), who is a pint-sized sensei 
when it comes to the art of 
paper-folding. “Winning and 
losing doesn’t matter,” she 
advises. “It’s about making 
something beautiful and 
surprising.” 

Paper Planes should have the 
target pre-teen audience 
cheering in the aisles as Dylan 
overcomes adversity. Oxenbould 
is an appealing hero.

SPQR: A History Of Ancient Rome 

by Mary Beard, hardback by 
Profile Books, £25 (ebook 
£11.04) 

MARY Beard, media don and clas¬ 
sicist, has poured 50 years of study 
into this lively, unsentimental and 
highly readable history of ancient 
Rome, from its founding in near- 
mythic times through the emerg¬ 
ing city state to the epoch of the 
emperors and when citizenship was 
extended to all free inhabitants. 
What strikes you most is how much 
of our received wisdom about 
Rome is dubious or wrong. Caesar's 
phrase 'Et tu. Brute?' was an inven¬ 
tion of Shakespeare. And he wasn't 
even born by Caesarian section. 
Beard is very good at sifting myth 
and speculation from hard fact. She 
touches on everything from mar¬ 
riage customs and childbirth to slav¬ 
ery, citizenship and Rome's political 
structure. She shows how Rome's 
idea of itself as a culture that could 
absorb outsiders, turning enemies 


into subjects and slaves into citizens 
was central to its success. 

This book is a treasure, both as a 
fascinating read and a fine work of 
reference. 

Dictator by Robert Harris, hard¬ 
back by Hutchinson, £20 (ebook 
£7.99) 

Robert Harris closes his trilogy on 
the life of the great Roman states¬ 
man, orator and philosopher, Cic¬ 
ero, with this tale of his downfall, 
against the backdrop of the fall of 
the Republic and the rise of what 
would become the Roman Empire. 
Again told through the eyes of his 
trusty slave and friend Tiro, it is a 
masterful story of political intrigue 
and the pursuit of absolute power. 
In the middle of the last century BC, 
Marcus Tullius Cicero, a famed poli¬ 
tician, tries in vain to hold republi¬ 
can Rome together, despite murder 
and civil war, against the ambitions 
of Julius Caesar, Mark Anthony and 
Octavian. Harris is careful to avoid 



can live in harmony if they just 
open their hearts to each other.

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Historic pub ready to 
reopen after revamp 

BANBURY’S oldest pub is coming to the 
end of a 12-day closure for renovations. 

Ye Olde Reine Deer Inn in Parsons 
Street shut on Monday, October 12, to 
allow work on the interior design to be 
carried out. 

Its tenants urged customers not to 
worry about too many changes being 
made to the building, but said they were 
looking to give the pub “a little sparkle”. 

Landlord Jeremy Morey, who has run 
the pub with Ant Murray for three 
years, said: “We feel it’s really 
important to put people’s minds at ease 
that there will be no major changes to 
the building itself. 

“No walls are being knocked down, 
there will be no disco balls and we 
promise not even a splash of pink paint 
insight.” 

The pub, which dates from the 16th 
century, will reopen for business on 
October 23 at 8pm with music from 
Gareth Gwynn and Patrick Foley. 

General manager Tanicha Boneham 
said: “I can’t wait to open the doors and 
show our local customers and new faces 
what we’ve done. Then they’ll know 
we’ll still be concentrating on what we 
already do well, but better; being the 
best traditional quintessential pub 
experience in Banbury”

Opposition to solar farm 
plan is puzzle to farmer 


Campaign to Protect Rural 
England wants land to be 
used for agriculture only

A FARMER says he does not 
understand criticism of his 
plan to build a £5m solar farm 
on his property between Bices¬ 
ter and Banbury. 

Charles Landless said it had been 
surprising, given that independ¬ 
ent farmers were under constant 
financial pressure and the world 
needed more clean energy. 

Earlier this month the plan for 11 
hectares of farmland - the equiva¬ 
lent of 17 football pitches - was 
approved at Hill Farm, between 
Duns Tew and Deddington. 

The 20,000-panel solar farm, 
which could power 1,500 homes a 
year, won permission despite plan¬ 
ning officers’ objections. 

Cherwell District Council of¬ 
ficers said it would harm the 
countryside but councillors said 
the panels would be “adequately 
shielded” from view. 

Mr Landless, 58, said: “There’s 
a lot of negativity from local peo¬ 
ple about what it looks like. I am 
surprised because there is a lot of 


publicity about meeting our re¬ 
newable energy targets.” 

The Government wants the UK 
to generate 15 per cent of its en¬ 
ergy consumption from renewable 
sources by 2020. 

Mr Landless’ plan is one of three 
solar farm applications so far this 
year in Oxfordshire. 

He approached solar developer, 
Earthworm Energy, in 2014 as he 
wanted to diversify his income 
and protect the farm’s financial vi¬ 
ability for his daughters, 24 and 26. 

He said: “There’s a lack of un¬ 
derstanding about farming. By 
enabling farms to earn quite a lot 
more money, it helps to keep the 
rest of the farm where profitabil¬ 
ity is not so good.” 

He said the solar farm would im¬ 
prove profitability of that acreage 
by at least 10 times compared to ar¬ 
able farming. 

Mr Landless, who grows crops 
and runs beef cattle and beef 
breeding cows, intends to graze 
sheep amid the solar panels. 

The solar farm will produce 5 
megawatts (MW) of electricity a 
year, enough to power 1,515 homes, 
to go into the national grid. 

But Michael Tyce, of the Cam¬ 
paign to Protect Rural England, 
said: “We oppose the use of land 
for solar farms because we think 
the land is best used for agricul¬ 
ture.”

THERE have been two clear issues 
that have arisen from the 
Volkswagen emissions scandal.
